With staff, students and facilities 
of McGill University keyed to a 
speeded, intensified basis of activ- 
ity, for the early start of the fall 
term as ' Canada swings into the 
fourth year of the war, McGill men 
and women already enrolled in war 
service number nearly as many as 
all who served in uniform in the 
entire four years of the last war. 

The figures are mounting daily 
and will undoubtedly be further In- 
creased after the fall convocation. 
War Research Increased 

The teaching staff of the Univer- 
sity is devoting an unlimited am- 
ount of its talent and résources to 
special war research work and other 
war projects at the college. This in- 
cludes work In physics, such as the 
research and teaching connected 
with radiolocators; in chemistry; 
a.*id in medicine, such as research in 
storage of blood for transfusions 
and other means of treating wounds 
and salvaging the lives of men in 
the armed forces. 

War research for some time has 

had clear priority over regular re 
search, and some of the latter has 
been shelved. 

Members of the teaching staff arc 
also well represented in the roster 
of .thotOj^who are. serving; Canada, 
Britaiiî' ahd other Allied nktton!> In 
the armed services and auxiliary 
phases of the war effort. This war 
service of the staff starts at the top, 
for even the principal, Dr. F. Cyril 
James, is doing a wartime job de- 
spite his heavy duties as executive 
head of the University. He has a 
major responsibility as chairman of 
the Dominion Committee on Recon- 
struction.

tailed coats almost every day, 
but when Ibcy had what they 
termed an appointment with a 
member of the opposite sex to 
"discuss Shakespeare" they put 
on a three-quarter length coat 
that looked like a "zoot-suit 
special" .

THE DAILY MEETS: 

Paul Whiteman

Last Sunday night, portly, long-batoned 
Paul \Vhiteman returned to Montreal to 
lend hia experienced hand tn putting Can- 
ada'^' Fifth Victory Loan over the top. In 

previous years a frequent visitor to the city, 
he was particularly welcome this time, not 
only because o( the purpose of his perform- 
ance, but also because he presented a work 
written for himself, the best-known com- 
position of representative American music, 
George Gershwin's "Rhapsody In Blue." 
With him. came the livcwirc pianist Jeausr 
Maria Sanroma to play the solo In'ithe 
Rhapsody. 

Sitting at rehearsal In the orchestra of 
His Majesty's Theatre Paul Whiteman told 
me of the history and significance of the 
Rhapsody, which he had played for the 
first time In New York's Aeolian Hall some 
nineteen years gone by. "So many' people" 
he said "try to compare the Rhapsody to 
the works of the old masters. You can't 
do it. The composition of the Rhapsody 
waa a very 'neceaaary' event in American 
music. Jazz had become such an Important 
factor that we needed someone to present 
it in symphonic form- George did just 
that. But you can no more compare it to 
Beethoven than you can compare football 
to horse-racing." ' 

I asked him about the new motion picture, 
just being completed, concerning Uie life 
of Gershwin, in which Whiteman appears 
with many of the members o( his original 
band. "Pictures are made In bits and pieces, 
and it's hard to say how it will be when 
complete. But Oscar Levant did some great 
playing in the picture— there's a brilliant 
Kldl" 

Many soloists have played the Rhapsody 
under Whiteman. Best remembered, per- 
haps, .are the composer himself, Roy Bargy, 
Levant, and Sanroma, whom Whiteman af- 
fectionately nicknames "Cheech". 

Whiteman, like the Rhapsody, has aged 
litUe, (Ineo the famous performance at Aeo- 
lian Hall. Now the musical director of Uie 
Blue Network, he enjoys his position, for, 
he says, "I can play when and what I like." 
One glance at the men of an orchestra 
under Whiteman shows a personal affec- 
tion and admiration on the part of each 
musician for their leader. Cigar in mouth, 
he brings out the best in his men, inlro- 
jectlng the eternal rhythm of his own being 
into the playing of his musicians.

humored in hii warnings. ''I may be af- 
fable, but I'm not a chump— some sUnker 
tn the back is playing five and I'm beating 
fourl" 

On the opening page of the score of the 




Rhapsody are three very significant words 
—"To Paul Whiteman". George Gershwin 
knew better Uian anyone that this was the 
man most capable of expressing in music 
the tone and rhythm of American life. He 
knew that Whiteman understood the hustle 
of Broadway the rush of the subway speed- 
ing beneath teeming New York thorouih- 
lares the congo rhythms of American Negro 
life— for the Rhapsody is the music of New 
York. Despite its many opponents, ja« 
remains the expression In music of the ex- 
istence of a great people, and Paul White- 
man remains the dean and first master of 
the field. 

I asked him if he believed the Rhapsody 
would survive as an outstanding represen- 
tative work in the ages to come in the same 
way, for Instance that the work of Mozart 
stands as representative of an age and mood 
of life. "No one can prophesy" he said," 
and we can only judge *by the survival and 
popularity in the last few years, and cer- 
tainly no work in the symphonic Idiom, 
so typically American, has been produced 
since It was written." But of music yet un- 
born of the modern Americas it may be 
said that it's presentation will be one of 
real understanding under the Whiteman 
baton for Whiteman is Uruly endowed wilh 
the rhythm of the New World.

Notre public littéraire s'est éveillé très 
tard à l'existence des Fasquiers. Au mo- 
ment où parurent les premiers volumes 
en 1035-3 ^<!jni |0'a pas réagi beaucoup, 
malgré là^eétébmé de Duhamel; sauf les 
«5dllcurs qui présentaient comme d'ordin- 
aire leur marchandise dans des crUlques 
vides gonflées de louanges ditbyranblques. 
—Maintenant on en parle partout et 
souvent, depuis que les derniers quatre ou 
cinq volumes ont augmenté l'amplitude et 
la solidité de l'oeuvre. 

Ce retard est peut-être explicable. Le 
culte que la jeunesse adolescente française 
vouait ft Duhamel, déjà, se faisait moins 
enthousiaste. Et Duhamel lui-même avait 
changé. II n'était plus dans les Paaquiers, le 
créateur Imaginatif quoique circonspect 
d'un homme excentrique nommé Salavin, 
cet enfant de son inspiration et de sa fan- 
taisie. Non, cette fols, il' avait' visé et il 
avait atteint l'objectivité pure. Serait-ce un 
progrès ou une évolution nécessaire? Cela 
dépend des gouts. Mais la jeunesse, elle, 
est moins friande d'objectivité (étude de 
moeurs, de la société ou de la famille) que 
de subjectivité. El dans les Pasquieri, 
Laurent est le seul caractère où. l'auteur 
«'est un peu peint lui-même; les autres pèr- 
sonnages aont le fruit d'une observaUon 
mure et détaillée des hommes. Cela ex- 
plique en partie pourquoi ce roman fleuve 
n'a pas été tout de suite porté aux nues par 
ses prosélytes actuels. 

Je liç vous nommerai pas sèchement les 
dix volumes, cela ferait peur. Les étudiants 
d'ici S'objectent, aux oeuvres de longue 
haleine, et leur' antagonisme est parfois In- 
considéré.— Les Thibaut, les Pasqulers ne 
sont pas du genre Histoire du Consulat et 
de l'Empire, de M. Adolphe Thiers, en 18 
volumes énormes. Ils se comparent mieux 
conune" longueur aux interminables xomana 
américains (sauf que dans ceux là on peut 
sauter une page ici et là sans faire de tort 
à sa lecture). Cette division dy roman 
français en plusieurs parties, publiées à 
intervaUes d'une oude plusieurs années, 
permet le travail du temps chez l'auteur 
et chez la lecteur. La travail du temps . . , 
vous savez ce qu'il fait le temps ... à part 
iorger l'oubli; Il explique, 11 vérifie, il 
familiarise. Ainsi les livres, d'années on

Austin F. Cross' 

•The People's Mouths' 

reviewed by Dan C. Lortie 

K\\ Canadians interested in 
the governing of their nation 
would do well to read Austin T. 
Cross' "The People's Mouths" 
(M.\CMILLAN 2.50) Eàsy to 
read, its 170 pages arc filled with 
lively critical portraits, newsy 
items and keen humor. Mr. 
Cross is, in the full sense of the 
word, a veteran newspaperman. 
For many years Ottawa corres- 
pondent for the Montreal Daily 
Star, he is now with the Ottawa 
Citizen. Few men have watch- 
ed the Parliamentary scene as 
long and as constantly as this 
inhabitant of the Press Gallery. 

The bok opens with a descrip- 
tion of the enigmatic Bytown. 
Aptly Mr. Cross names Ottawa 
"Mackenzie Kingdom". It is a 
city composed of "one part dol- 
lar-a-year men and ten parts 
two-doUars-a-day stenograph- 
ers." Opening his chapter on 
Mackenzie King with the. statc- 
racnt "Nobody really kiiows 



much about Prime Minister AV 
L. M. King", the author pro 
cccds to supply the finest evalu- 
ation of the man and leader that 
this particular reviewer has 
read. Here again.'his scintillat- 
ing humor prevails. 

^Ir. Cross provides us with 
much needed knowledge in 
homeopathic doses. His "Primer 
on Politics" is illuminating. In 
review pass the figures, good, 
bad and indifferent, of Mr. 
King's Cabinet. The writer's 
kindliness is remarkable. But 
then Mr. Cross loves Ottawa. 
There is a controversial discus- 
sion of Mr. Coldwell and clear 
portraits of Blackmore and 
Bracken. The Ottawa tour ends 
with a bright little piece on 
"The Right Tea-Cups". 

The book, unfortunately, is 
too short. It was an experiment 
in that it attempted a new ap- 
proach to writing about politics. 
In • this reporter's opinion, it 
succeeded admirably.

tlve Service Regulations, physically 
fit male students arc allowed to re- 
moin at college only because their 
education and training arc regard 
cd as important to Canada's war 
effort. They arei^.nïorëover, re 
quired to demonstrate their pro< 
ficiency at mid-year and final ex 
amtnations In order to qualify for 
deferment of military service." 

"In view of the fact that two or 
three weeks' abscneo might serious- 
ly intifrfcre with the academic 
work of the students, and of the 
equally obvious fact that potatoes 
can be (and customarily are) pick^ 
ed by women and children, it seems 
contrary to the best interests of the 
students and indeed of the war ef 
fort of the United Nations as t 
group that young men should be 
asked to interrupt their studies for 
this purpose." 

Reaction Definite "No" 
The reaction of the student body 
to the request is a definite "No' 
from those who have been harvest* 
Ing before, and a plea that the pres- 
sure of work is too great In light of 
existing Selective Service regula- 
tions from 'the rest. 

Army Helps 
Tlic Army is helping to harvest 
much of the crop before the frost 
sets in and makes any further dig- 
ging impossible. It is esUmated that 
half of the crop of 70.000,000 bushels 
will be lost without auxiUIary help. 
According to the "Syracuse Daily 
Orange", Syracuse students and 
coeds are helping with the orchard 
crops, and the soldiers stationed at 
the college are helping with the 
apple picking. Mr. McNamara, di- 
rector of National Selective Ser- 
vice, 'announced that the request 
had been made through the United 
States legation to OltaAva, and that 
It called for eight hundred senior 
students.

Staff Enrolment High. 

The most recent tabulation of the 
whole University roster of war ser- 
vice, showed ^ a grand total of 2,755 
gradtiates'and others enrolled. This 
figure, at the end of the third year 
of this war, rivals the total of 3,- 
059 McGill people who served In 
the armed forces In the whole of 
the last war. 

The total of those serving In this 
war is subject to some adjustments 
to eliminate duplications, and it in- 
cludes more than 200 who are en- 
gaged in civilian war Jobs and ad- 
ministrative posts. This type o( 
war service, whiçh ranks high in 
importance In the waging of total 
war, was not embraced In the com- 
pilation covering the last war. 

But even allowing for these dif- 
ferences, all Indications are that 
this war's record of McGill people 
serving should exceed and pass tliat 
ot the Great War— Impressive and 
prlde-stirrlng as that was. 

The Great War figure consisted 
of 1,540 graduates, 1,061 undergrad- 
uates who enlisted before complet- 
ing courses, and 458 past students 
who had left McGill prior to the 
war before completing courses or 
getting degrees. 

Service Record 

The - latest available breakdown 
of the service record to date in this 
war. Including all but relatively 
few of the 2,755 grand total, shows 
the following sources and allot' 
ment of those serving: 

Genera], in active or reserve ser- 
vice with armed forces, 1,695; Mac- 
donald College, active enlistments, 
184; McGill sUtf, 114; serving In 
U.S. forces (mostly medical offi- 
cers, -with à number of parachut- 
ists), 105; ; C.O.T.C. . officers 'On ac- 
tive service, ' trained or In training, 
5inc« start of war, 128; women, 88; 
air trainees, completing special stu- 
dies at University, 24; civil service 
and administrative war Jobs, 228. 

Of those enrolled In the armed 
forces, the records to dat/: show 
Just under 65 per cent, in Army 
units, more than 20 per cent, in, the 
Air Force, and the remaining 15 
per cent. In naval forces. But these 
bare figures tell only the surface 
story of how McGill peoploijbà; 




fitted Into the war effort, and faU 
to disclose how well they have as- 
sumed appropriate roles for which 
their McGill training and back- 
ground : fitted; them.; v:v 

The great majority are not only 
officers, the records show, but are 
attached to services and units, or 
doing special work, where they are 
well able to serve because of their 
university training in medicine, en- 
gineering, and so on. 

Doctors and dentists are of course 
needed by all three of the armed 
services, end engineers are required 
by the Navy's engineering branch, 
the ordnance corps, the artillery, 
and the engineer corps. And in 
many other ways the degrees gra- 
duates hold and the courses they 
took have governed the type ot ser- 
vice they are rendering. 

Grsds In U.S. Forces 
Graduates ot the Faculty of Medi- 
cine constitute the great majority 
of McGill men serving the U.5. 
armed forces. The roster of McGlll 
men who have served in U.S. forces 
Includes Col. W. H. Murphy, who 
was killed in the Far East, and 
Capt, Albert Krukowski, another 
medical graduate, listed as missing 
after the fall ot Corregidor. 

Another McGill man, Maj. Eugene 
S. Coler, Is in the U.S. Army Ah: 
Corps as. a medical officer at 
Shreveport, La. Holder of the Brit- 
ish Distinguished Flying Cross from 
his. service with the KAT. In the 
last war, Maj. Coler Is also an engi- 
neer who had a good deal to 'do 
with the development of the radio- 
locator. Other McGlll graduates 
are serving on nearly all fronts 
where the American forces are sta- 
tioned—Iceland, Ireland, Australia, 
Samoa, Canal Zone, Hawaii, and at 
sea. 

Top rankbg McGlll man In the 
Canadian forces is Lt.-Gen. A. G. L. 
McNaughton, commanding the Can- 
adian Army. In Britain, and there 
are many other' distinguished offi- 
cers too numerous to mention who 
came from McGlll. 

Casualties and Awards 

So far in this war, according to 
the latest compilation from casualty 
lists, 70 McGill men have been 
killed In war service, of which 57 
were in Air Force units. Of the 
rest, five were hi the Army, five In 
the Navy, one was In the U.S. 
forces and two were civilians. 
>. Sixteen McGlll men are prison- 



ers of war, nine In the hands ot 
the Germans and seven in Jap 
camps. 

The total killed is not as great 
proportionately or in total as the 
363 listed as killed or died in ser- 
vice during the last war. But there 
is no doubt that as Canadians arc 
thrust more and more Into major 
engagements, and into raids such as 
that on Dieppe, more McGlll names 
will have to be added to the roll 
of the dead. 

Nearly a score ot decorations and 
citations have been awarded in this 
war to date to McGill men in the 
various services. These Include 
award of the George Medal and bar 
to Lt. G. D. Cook, R.C.N., the only 
Canadian to win the George Medal 
so far. The late Sqdn.-Ldr. G. P. 
Christie was the holder of thé DJ.C. 
and bar. In addition the D,F.C. has 
been won by six McGlll men, the 
Distinguished Service Cross by two 
the decoration C.B.E. by one, and 
O.B.E., one. One McGlll man has 
been twice mentioned in despatches 
and five have been mentioned in 
despatches once. 

In the last war, 701 decorations 
went to McGlll men, including two 
V.C.'s. The list included C.B„ two; 

C. M.G., 24; C,B,E., nine; O.B.E., 20; 

D. S.O., 91; Military Cross, 264; 
D.S.C., three; D.P.C., eight; A.F.C., 
four; D.M.C., seven; Military Medal, 
36; and numerous mentions in des 
patches. 

Since the war began, the task ot 
keeping full and accurate records 
ot the war service of McGlll people 
has been assumed as a direct' re- 
sponsibility of the University itself 
and the work delegated to Robert 
C. Fetherstonhaugh of Montreal, 
himself a graduate. He is collabor' 
ating In the work with the Grad- 
uates' Society and the C.O.T.C., and 
all three groups exchange informa 
tion. Information, photos and other

A boy died last night. It doesn't 
make much difference now about 
his name. The important thing is 
that he died, in poignant and awful 
loneliness, out somewhere on a 
waste ot sand, out in a starless 
silence, ten thousand miles from 
home. 

"Missing in action," read an ob- 
scure line in this morning's com- 
munique. That was all. Now ho lies 
there, crumpled beside the twisted 
wreckage that yesterday was his 
ship, riding high in tho sunlit 
heavens. Tho fine head and the 
shining face and the broad shoul- 
ders remain only in a picture that 
looks out upon a quiet living room 
on a shaded street an eternity away. 

Last night — in those agonizing 
hours of unspeakable isolation, he 
went through a thousand deaths 
without one thing that might have 
helped a little— the sound of a fam« 
lliar voice, tiie pat of a friendly 
head. Many people died last night 
In their beds at home, surrounded 
by those who cared. Last night he 
died in utter desolation, In unlmag'_ 
Inable loneliness. 

Sweet Memories 

The pain was terrible enough. 
But even there had to be that 
dreaded burden ot thought in those 
endless hours. Mom and Pop. The 
flowers blooming again' In the back 
yard. The good old roadster In the 
driveway. That last swcclheari 
kiss at the station. Those dances 
last summer. That half-finished 
letter in his blouse. All those plans 
for the future. Buddies back at th« 
field, 500 miles across tho watet^ 
wondering. 

Couldn't somebody find him, 
please. The wracking pain again,

like that. If the people could only 
understand It, If they would Ju^t 
grind deep Into their thinking the 
stark, terrible reality ot It, every 
petty, selfish Interest would be 
swept away. They would sacrifice 
anything and everythingàJtutj^to 
make themselves worthy' ' bil'^tiiat 
boy. They would hasten to forge 
an instrument of revenge that 
would wipe from the earth the 
traffickers In war. . ,
